\Uoisei in Hudson Strait carries with it a feeling 
/akin to personal loss for those who knew the 
gallant vessel and her proud history. For 34 
; ycars, she was the only link with home for hun- 
dreds, of missionaries, mounted policemen, fur 
"-^traders, and nurses in some 40 posts In the north. 
.Canada's last frontier is in the Arctic and the 
.. annual voyage of the Nascopie to supply those 
far-flung regions has. kept alive something of 
the romance of an earlier Canada, a Canada of 
.the Red River wagon and the pioneer's axe. 
- There was romance and adventure in the Nas- 
gv--..< copio's sailing and there was recognition of a 
fe^V.-gftWahi little ship who pitted her chunky strength 
M'-yC against the pitiless ice and storms of the north. 
^- Small as she was, the Nascopie carried 50 
passengers and crew members with 1,100 tons 
of cargo on her last voyage. Loaded with 
precious hospital supplies, food and clothing, 
•he was welcomed most for the mail she carried, 
•representing for many their only word from 
home each year. The registered mail is believed 
to have been saved, but there is doubt if the 
rest of it will ever be delivered. Nor is there 
'■'.} hope for the refrigerators ordered by the 
Eskimos, an item to pique the imagination of 
/the stay-at-homes. 

V. There arc many legends and traditions about 
the Nascopie, inevitable because of her strong 
hold on the public imagination. It is good that 
they will live no\y that their source has been 
lost. One tradition was borrowed from those 
people to whom she meant so much, the, Eskimos,

^year's crew toss off the last line to ensure suc-

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CANADA SHOULD 
PLAY HER PARf TOO 



Interest has somewhat slackened in European 
affairs since the announcement of the Marshall 
plan for the economic rehabilitation of Europe, 
Russia's subsequent withdrawal from any par- 
ticipation in preliminary talks, and the decision 
of France and England to carry on without 
Russia. With the obvious evidence of an irrecon- 
cilable difference between the intentions in 
Europe of Russia and the western nations much 
of the suspense over what Russia's next move 
would be, a suspense which kept foreign affairs 
in headlines for months, has evaporated. 

The issues have become clear even to the most 
casual reader of foreign news despatches: Russia 
wants a communist Europe; England and United 
States oppose than expansion. Under the Mar- 
shall plan, that opposition would take the active 
form of an investment of billions of United 
States dollars in the rebuilding of Europe, an 
expansion of the Truman policy in Greece and 
Turkey. 

Although the Marshall plan has been consi- 
dered to this date only in terms of United States 
aid, there are many in Canada who argue that 
this country should share the cost with the Uni- 
ted States. The area concerned was an impor- 
tant market for Canadian goods before the war 
and will become so again when it becomes self- 
sustaining. Canada has this interest, as well as 
its concern with a share in building the founda- 
tion of a lasting peace. 

If Canada were to share In the Marshall plan, 
the estimated cost would be $500 million a year 
for four or five years. This would equal about 
eight percent of Canadian expenditures during 
the war, a small price indeed to pay for a 
measure of insurance against a future war, with 
its expenditure of human life loo terrible to 
contemplate. 



HISTORY IN ITS 
PROPER PERSPECTIVE 

One hundred and thirteen years ago, six farm 
laborers in the village of Tolpuddlc in the south 
England county of Dorset were arrested because 
they organized their fellow workers. They had 
had their wages cut from nine shillings to seven 
shillings a week. They had formed their trade 
union in protest. 

The six farm laborers were convicted of ad- 
ministering unlawful oaths and sentenced to 
seven years in the penal colonics; George Love- 
less, their leader, to a chain gang in Tasmania, 
the others sold to Australian bush farmers for 
the equivalent of $4 each. Their wives were 
cut off from the parish relief. 

During the trial at Dorchester, to which the 
men were taken in chains. Loveless said: "We 
h a v e injured no man's reputation, character, 
person or property; we were uniting together 
to preserve ourselves, our wives and children 
from degradation." An unrelenting government, 
intent on preserving an inhuman concept of 
property rights, saw only the threat to those 
rights and was unmoved. 

But the men of Tolpuddle had sown a seed 
which flourished. AH over England there was 
protest, and in London, 50,000 attended a meet- 
ing on behalf of the "Tolpuddle Martyrs". It 
was the beginning of the trade union movement 
which has culminated with the Labor party 
which now governs England. 

On Sunday, July 20, the men and women of 
the county of Dorset left their thatched cottages 
to join with thousands of trade unionists in 
commemoration of the six "Tolpuddlc Martyrs". 
Speaking at the gathering were such men as 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Hugh Dalton. 
and others no less respected because they are 
prominent in the labor movement. 

We often hear these days of the "tyranny of 
labor". It is well to remember a tyranny, far 
more oppressive than that of certain irrespon- 
sible unions and their leaders, which inspired 
the trade union movement years ago. It helps 
put history in its proper perspective.

While pansics will stand con- 
siderable abuse, a little intelli- 
gent handling will repay the 
gardener for his extra trouble 
many times over. These plants 
are heavy feeders, and to do 
their best must have a moist, 
rich soil. They also like the 
cool weather better and arc at 
their best in the spring. For 
this reason the best time to sow 
the seed is in the spring. 

A little later, as the plants 
really get going, the cooler 
weather of late summer and 
early fall develops strong, stur- 
dy plants just coming into bud 
as the heavy frosts stop growth. 
Then, in the spring, a growth 
starts again, the buds begin to 
show color and the first thing 
you know there are beautiful 
large blooms and winter 
comes a memory. 

The first requisite for the 
large-flowered variety is good 
quality seed. This costs consi- 
derably more than most flower 
seed, but when it is spread over 
the large number of plants, the 
cost is small. 

In sowing the seed, take an 
extra few minutes and get the 
seeds spaced about an inch 
apart. Unlike some seeds they 
arc a fair size, and with a little 
extra care you can see where 
each one goes. Keep the seed 
bed moist by covering it with 
burlap, or if the seeds are in a 
frame keep the glass covered 
until the seedlings appear. This 
usually takes a week to ten days. 
If they are not too crowded, you 
can leave them in their seed bed 
until they are big* enough to 
move to their permanent place, 
but if they are crowded prepare 
a bed for them with rich soil. 
The roots of these plants de- 
velop quickly and even small 
plants need tots of feeding. 

Having prepared your bed, 
water it well and leave it for a 
week. You can then clean up on 
the weeds that will start into 
growth. Then water it again, 
and when it dries off enough to 
handle it, start transplanting 
your pansics, spacing them about 
six inches apart If you wish 
you can leave them here until 
spring before moving them to 
the desired place in your garden. 

A poison spray to kill off leaf- 
eating worms is about all you 
will have to do until the ground 
freezes over, unless there is a 
dry spell and watering is needed. 
After the freeze-up, a light 
mulch will help to keep the 
plants in good condition through 
the winter. Again in Mny t a 
heavy mulch of well-rotted man- 
ure to keep the soil moist and 
cool will give you strong, healthy 
plants covered with bloom all 
through the summer, if you don't 
let the seed pods develop. 

As an after thought when I 
was transplanting my pansics 
last fall, I decided to pot one up 
and take it into the house. All 
winter long that plant provided 
flowers in my window, and it 
only stopped when I stopped 
watering it In May. So for year- 
I round bloom, grow pansics,

Detective Martindale said that 
on July 15 he and Constable 
Aubrey Floury hhd made a 
search of the premises previous- 
ly occupied by Hickman, and had 
found the pots and kettles which 
Howe' had identified, and on 
July 16 had found the lawn- 
mower and several of the other 
tools, identified In court, con- 
cealed in an outfield. H? said 
ho then placed Hickman under 
arrest and received a voluntary 
statement from him. 

Hickman said the statement 
had been purely voluntary, "I 
burned some blankets, some pil- 
lows, and several volumes of 
encyclopaedias," the statement 
said. Detective Martindale said 
Hickman, had given complete co- 
operation since his arrest. 

The statement said Hickman 
had met Cowie and Prentice, 
who had asked htm if he wanted 
to go .with them while they Rot 
some beer. According to the 
statement Hickman then bor- 
rowed his employer's truck and 
droVe to a spit near Howe's 
home, whore the others had told 
him to stop.

Tho following excerpts are 
from a letter received by Mrs. 
!1. W. Penrose, R. R. 3, Newmar- 
ket, from her mother, Mrs. A. 
Barselaar, who is now visiting 

relatives in Holland. The letter 
was written in reply to one sent 
by Mrs. Penrose, in which she 
asked about conditions in Hol- 
land during the war. Mrs. Bar- 
selaar left for Holland in April 
and will return to Canada in 
September. 

July 7, 1947. Holland. 
"You asked me about condi- 
tions here during the war. Well, 
they were awful. I don't know 
just how to write it all down, 
but I will try to tclt you some- 
thing about It What everyone 
here went through is terrible. 
There was nothing to eat. The 
Germans took everything. 

"Where there were young boys 
in the family the people had 
made holes in the floor, and the 
young boys slept under the 
floors in tho holes. Aunt Marie 
had made a hole in the kitchen 
floor for Pict and Jan. 

"One night she had just put 
a little pan of food in the hole 
for Piet when there came a 
knock at the door, and there 
were three Germans with rifles 
and pistols. They looked the 
whole house over. Uncle Piet 
was standing on one end of the 
runner that covered the hole and 
one German lifted up the other 
end. You don't need to ask 
whether they all had nerves! 



men who were coming home 
from work, and shot them down 
on the spot They put a bomb 
under the house in front of 
which it happened and blew it 
up. 

"The Germans took away all 
bicycles. Uncle Piet had three 
taken from h i m. One day he 
paid 300 guilders for one and the 
next day they took it away from 
him. 

"Things are still quite bad 
here. One oz. coffeo in a month, 
half lb. of meat In two weeks, 
1U oz. margcrinc and 1W oz. 
butter per week, one oz. cheese 
in two weeks, half on oz, of tea 
in a month, % lb. sugar in a 
week. 11 loaves of half lb. bread 
in two weeks, and everything 
takes coupons. 

"The men get five packages of 
cigarets in two weeks; the wo- 
men one package a week; one oz. 
candy in two weeks. Potatoes 
and vegetables don't need cou- 
pons, but aro quite expensive. 
Cherries are 1.15 guilders for 
two lbs.; strawberries 1.20 guil- 
ders a lb.; cucumbers 35 cents ea. 
lettuce 20 cents ea. You can buy 
everything blackmarket but its 
eight guilders for n lb. of butter, 
4.50 guilders for a -lb. of cheese. 
Tarts are 40 cents each, candy 
2.50 guilders a half lb., cookies

working man can't pay that of 
course, but people with money 
can buy anything.

Some went 
crazy before they were half way; 
they had to stand the whole way. 
Some tried to escape, but when 
they were caught they were just 
shot down like cattle. 

"When you hear the people 
here talking about it all, you 
could just cry. No light after 
8 p.m. Everyone had to be in- 
side. If the Germans saw some- 
body standing before a window 
they just shot him down in his 
own home. Nothing to cat but 
j sugar beets for days. All their 
blankets were taken to Germany. 
All the radios had to be taken to 
the German offices. 

"They took everything they 
had to the farmers to exchange 
for food. They gave the shoes 
from their feet for one meal of 
potatoes- They had to pay 50 
guilders for 8 oz. of bread, 125 
guilders for half lb. suet. Uncle 
Piet built a big chiekenhouse for 
one sack of flour. Because of 
inflation money was worth noth- 
ing. The people just tried to 
keep olive.

The community in wliieh the 
girls lived ha<l suddenly become 
soeial- minded, and the girls were 
busy every night of the week 
with meetings, parties, practices 
.and extra eurrieutar aetivilies. 
Although eaeh activity was a 
wholesome experience and none 
kept the girls out very late, 
there were too many activities, 
and the girls were continually 
going. They didn't have time or 
the ^ inclination for Uieir school 
work. At school, tfieir minds 
wandered. They seemed to be|* 
losing their ability, to conccn* 
irate on their studies because so 
many more interesting avenues 
occupied their attention. As a 
result their grades suffered. 

Finally* the girls' mother, who 
had previously licen very ambi- 
tious for her daughters socially, 



lost some of tier enthusiasm. 
After all. she wanted her girls 
J to keep up with their classes at 
school, and she knew they had 
the ability to do so. Their social 
life was simply too strenuous for 
them. Mother decided to take 
some action, She discussed the 
situation with Marilyn and Mil- 
dred. It was dcvUU'il that the 
girls coidd he out only three 
nights a week during the school 
year. They were to choose 
which activities were most im- 
portant to them. ' 

Instead of choosing three ac- 
tivities, the girls chose only two, 
which left them one free night a 
week. That proved a very wise 
decision, because then? was al- 
ways something special to oc- 
cupy the third evening each 
week. Once mother was really 
on the spot. The school play 
and a special choir program 
were scheduled the same week. 
It was a temptation to weaken 
and let the girls have four nights 
that week- Mother showed very 
good common sense and didn't 
permit an extra night. The girls 
solved their problem by each 
giving up one of their regular 
activities. They chose to give tip 
different nights and had fun re- 
porting to each other on the 
night the other had missed. 

So often families make some 
regulations concerning nights 
out; hut in a crisis, the rule is 
usually broken. As a result, the 
j regulation loses its power and 
I ceases to be effective. 

A variety of extra-curricular 
activities is of great value in ex- 
panding young minds: however, 
the basic fundamentals learned 
in school are of first importance, 
anil too much night life most as- 
suredly iloes interfere with ac- 
quiring the knowledge to he 
gained at school.
